With the language and apparent spirit 
of it we have no particular faalt to find. 
Compared with what we have recently 
been areustomed to, it is exeeedingly 
fair. But to judgo the intent we must 
compare the actions with the words, 
His bonor, in his charge, very properly 
‘gays that, “The place at which the 
offence is perpetrated determines the 
Venue, and not that of the offender’s 
residence.” Now, the first thing we 
find presented by the Grand Jury is an 
indictment “against McKenzie for 
counterfeiting.” Of the guilt or in- 
nocence of this man we are not the 
judges. But, so public have the facts: 
become, that we coyld not possibly 
avoid being judges of the venve in this 
case. If McKenzie has been indicted 
as principel, the offenec alleged must 
have been, and was, if committed at 
all, committed in the Third Judicial 
District. [tis true the judge, rather 
craftily, ig @ former paragraph, alludes 
to the consummation of the offence, 
and others acting “in furtherance of 
the same object in another county.” 
We may be mistaken, but are under 
the impression that McKenzje was in- 
dicted gs principal ip this case. If 
this be the fact, how can it be argued 
that he consummated his own offence 
in a distrist whieh he had not yet visit- 
ed, {f others consymmated the affair, 
they beeame accessories to an‘ offence 
committed by some other party, and 
the venue in their casc must be made 
to conform to that of the principal. 
But if McKenzie was the accessory,— 
and upon po other grounds could they 
try him in the First Judicial District, 
—wnhere are the principals and why 
were they not arraigned? The pecu- 
liar materials of which the Court at 
Nephi was composed might deserve a 
passing comment, were it much differ- 
eut to what we have for a while back 
been wsed to see. Suffice it to say, 
Camp Floyd and: vicinity appear to 
have farnished the usual supply of 
gamblers and camp-followers, for 
deputy marshals, bailiffs, jurors and 
witnesses. And this is called for Utah 
a Court wherein to expose crime and 
administer justice! ‘I'o gontinue the 
“aduninistration of justice,” commenced 
in that district by Judge Cradlebaugh, 
Judge Eckels celjs for the liberated 
savages Moze and Leoking-glass, in 
_ order to parade them, we cannot but 
presume, before the public gaze, make 
expense to the Government in feeding 
them and paying attorneys for doing 
nothing, and again “turn the savages 
loose us,” aggravated and mad- 
dened.

On Sunday evening, the 28th ult., a beautiful 
display of aurora borealis, or northern lights was 
observed in this city between 9 and 10.p.m.; a 
palieh light w-vered up about 30 degrees towards 
the zenith, giving the “Great Bear’ or ‘Dipper’ 
quite a silver hue; thence it began to spread east 
and west with increasing grandeur,till about 1), 
when the perpendicular waves, streams, or rays 
of light, moving conrecutively from the North 
Star cast and west, beeutified « large portion of 
the northern hemisphere. A few masses of 
floating, fleecy (suuder) clouds were gloriously 
decoreted with asplendor not easily described. — 


| The light, about 20 degrees above the horizon, 


decreasing upward and downward, so that, at 
pearly midway to the zenith, the seene charged 
into a fine yellow-green, which was joined by a 
rich, livery of crimson or red, spanning the whole 
heavens from east to west, several degrees wide, 
as the great red belt of the North. 

This magnificent phenomenon,in varying hues, 
beauties and fashions amnong the sombre aad full 
clouds, continued to give the science of meteor- 
ology nimble specimens of the light fire- works of 
heaven, till about one in the morning. 

Agaiu, on the evening of the Ist ard morning 
of the 2! inst., was displayed the inimitable phan- 
tasma-glory of the whole heavens. The auiora 


borealis, a little after midvight, bad spread from 
north to south, from east to west, in g. and divis- 


ions of pale light, mellow yellow, light crimson, 
and sable green. Ouce, the light formed a grand 
cross, north aud south and east at d west, curved 
to the hcerizontal parallax. 1 could tell the time 
of night on my watch by its light. There wae a 
beautiful center, equally verged, pear the zenith 
Much of the time, the sky was overcast wi'h 
full clouds, aud the varegated colors which softly 
tinged the homogeneous, rolling masses, were too 
beautiiul and sublime for plain Euglish. At 
times, the southern bemispbere began with pale 
red atthe zenith and shade afier shade faded 
down to a dark orange horizon, while the north- 
ern hemisphere glowed with yellow and green, as 
the light, east and west, peeped through the jag- 
ged cloud holes, as if the ‘upper deep’ was au is- 
ing-glass, globe lantern. 

I viewed this grand ecene till’ past 2 a.m. and 
went to bed, doubly impressed that Jehcvah can

Gentizmen—On Monday, 221 August, our 
settlement (Cedar For!) was attacked by a com- 
pany of armed men, dressed as soldiers and arm. 
ed with Minie rifles and revolving pistole, be- 
tween 12 and 2 o’clock at night; two of them 
were seen to stealthily approach on the south 
side of the Fort and set fire to a stack of hay,and 
five more to go around to thefnorth side,when the 
alarm was given by Alonzo Ney and John Cook» 
who undertook to grrest the two who set fire to 
the hay, and, after running after them abcut fif- 
ty yards, were fired upon by another company of 
mes, numbering about forty or fifty, who con- 
tiowed firing into the Fort three several times; 
some of their balls shaved pretty close, but, fer- 
tunately, po person was killed, but, on looking 
among our stock, one horse, one cow and one 
yearling were found dead, and one mule died 
since. 

As we were fully satisfied they were Uuited 
States troops, an express was sentto Camp 
Fioyd to Gen’! Johnston. They found Gen’ 
Johnston and Cul. Crossman had not retired for 
the night. These «fficers expressed regret, if 
they were soldiers whe comm.tied the outrage— 
thet it should have happened; and promised thai 
nothing of the kind should happen in the future;
